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Palmers'final NO to 
hotel at Three Cups 


HOPES that the Three 
Cups in Lyme Regis, 
closed for over two 
decades, will reopen as an 
hotel are rapidly fading. 

Protesters have been told 
that the owners of the 
Grade Two listed building 
in Broad Street, Palmers 
Brewery, have “no ap¬ 
petite” for for the hotel op¬ 
tion. 

Although it is rumoured

that there are interested 
parties in acquiring the 
Three Cups for hotel use, 
Palmers have told protest¬ 
ers that they are not pre¬ 
pared to sell the building 
“under any circum¬ 
stances”. 

However, brewery chair¬ 
man John Palmer has con- 
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firmed that they have not 
ruled out a “mixed use” for 
the Three Cups which 
could include “additional 
bed spaces for the town”. 

Following a meeting 
with Mr Palmer last week, 
the Save The Three Cups 
Action Group, led by John 
Dover, have decided to 
“step back” from consulta¬ 
tions, although they say 
there is no question of 
them giving up. 

Three members of the 
action group met Mr 
Palmer on Thursday. 

Afterwards Mr Dover 
said: ”It is clear that 
Palmers have no appetite 
for the hotel option based 
on a lack of return on their 
investment, but Mr Palmer 


did not rule out a ‘mixed 
use’ option which would 
provide additional bed 
spaces for the town.” 

Mr Palmer said the 
‘mixed use’ solution would 
feature residential accom¬ 
modation with a restaurant 
and retail units. 

The brewery boss also 
said that finance was avail¬ 
able but it would be the re¬ 
turn on the investment that 
would influence any deci¬ 
sion. 

Mr Dover added: ”Mr 
Palmer told us he was 
committed to Lyme Regis 
on a long term basis and 
would not be prepared to 
sell the Three Cups under 
any circumstances. 

“It was also emphasised 
that at the moment the 
brewery has no specific 
proposals and anything - 


other than a hotel - is up 
for grabs.” 

John Dover said that the 
action group had a man¬ 
date only for an hotel. 

“Because of this, until 
we know what alternative 
proposals are being put 
forward, I propose we step 
back from the consultation 
process and continue to in¬ 
fluence and input through 
our elected representatives. 

“This leaves us to act as 
the ‘public conscience,’ 
free to comment independ¬ 
ently and to develop rela¬ 
tionships with any

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Local bus driver hailed as a hero 


A HERO bus driver has been dubbed “Rocky” by his 
colleagues after he pinned a violent attacker to the 
floor following an assault on two teenagers. 

Father of four, Nick Meyers, of Charmouth, had just 
begun his Saturday morning shift when the attack hap¬ 
pened on the number 47 bus from Bridport to Yeovil. 

The two Bridport teenagers, aged 15 and 19, were 
targeted by a 56-year-old man at around 10.20am in 
an unprovoked attack which left them with minor in¬ 
juries. 

Due to the quick actions of the bus driver the situa¬ 
tion was quickly under control and no further passen¬ 
gers on the full to capacity bus were harmed. 

Mr Meyers said: “Something drew my attention and 
I checked my internal mirror and I could see a man in 
the aisle reigning down blows on this lad. 

“I asked the man to leave but he was accusing every¬ 
one around him and had a general feeling of paranoia 
about him. He had spittle coming out of his mouth and 
was rocking in the seat looking agitated. 

“I asked him to leave again but he wasn’t going to 
do it so I grabbed his belongings and put them outside

the bus. He still wouldn’t leave so I dialled 999, it 
went very quiet and I realised we had a bit of a situa¬ 
tion on our hands. 

“He then stood up and I knew he was going to do 
something, I thought this can go no further so I pinned 
him to the ground and got the lads on the back seat to 
help me hold him down. 

“I was very grateful for their assistance because 
without them it could have been a very different story. 

“I expect that this guy would have just carried on. 
Usually an act of violence is explosive and quick but 
this happened over a long period of time. I wouldn’t 
like to think what he would have done next.” 

“Every bus driver wants to protect his passengers. I 
feel like it is our duty to do that. Everyone has the 
right to not be intimidated on the bus and our company 
will go to the nth degree to prosecute this man. Em 
sure this guy will get his day in court.” 


Gareth Causon, 19, of Bridport, was one of the 
teenagers who was attacked. He added: “This man got 
onto the bus and then minutes later he just started act¬ 
ing aggressively to everyone and then all of a sudden 
he just targeted me and this other lad who was on the 
bus. 

“The bus driver pulled straight over and managed to 
pin this man to the floor until the police arrived. He 
called them as he approached the man and then they 
were there within minutes. 

“I would like to thank him for what he did, he was 
very brave. He was very quick to react, I definitely 
agree that he was a hero for his actions. I hate to think 
what might of happened if the driver hadn’t stepped 
in, I think he would have just carried on attacking peo¬ 
ple.” 

Following the incident Mr Meyers has now been 
nominated for a “First Bus Superstar” award by his 
employers. Marc Reddy, Managing Director of First 
Hampshire and Dorset commented: “We are proud of 
the actions taken by our driver, Nick Meyers, to safe¬ 
guard the passengers on board Service 47 on Saturday.

seriously interested hote¬ 
liers.” 

Mr Dover said the best 
time to call a public meet¬ 
ing would be when a rede¬ 
velopment scheme is 
announced. 

“This would also be a 
good opportunity for the 
people of Fyme Regis to 
have their say through a 
referendum,” said Mr. 
Dover. 

And he added: ’’The op¬ 
portunity to argue the case 
for the ultimate deterrent, 
compulsory purchase, 
would present itself when 
any planning application is 
made.” 

Palmers also issued a 
statement after their meet¬ 
ing with the Save The 
Three Cups Group. 

The statement from John 
Palmer said: “The discus¬ 
sions were positive and 


amicable. I am very 
pleased to be working with 
the community to build an 
economically viable future 
for the site that benefits 
Fyme Regis.” 

Earlier in the week, Mr 
Palmer and his representa¬ 
tives also attended a meet¬ 
ing of a working party of 
town councillors, district 
members and West Dorset 
planning officers in the 
Lyme Regis Guildhall. 
This was the second time 
this group has met to ex¬ 
plore ways forward for the 
Three Cups. 

‘We’re listening to what 
everyone has to say and we 
hope to produce some out¬ 
line proposals for discus¬ 
sion and consultation in 
the summer, before mov¬ 
ing on to a planning appli¬ 
cation’, said Mr Palmer.

First 'shout' for youngest lifeboat crew members 
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■ HERO DRIVER: Nick Meyers, 48, pinned a 
violent attacker to the floor of his bus 

“While we would never encourage our staff to tackle 
aggressive members of the public, in this highly un¬ 
usual and pressurised situation Nick reacted calmly 
and professionally, acting on his first instincts to pro¬ 
tect his passengers from harm. He is a valued member 
of our team and we are delighted that the matter was 
brought to a swift conclusion without anyone sustain¬ 
ing any serious injuries.” 

Police in Bridport hailed Mr Meyers as a “hero” fol¬ 
lowing the incident. Police Constable Jo Tearall added: 
“Whilst I would not encourage members of public to 
tackle offenders, the bus driver acted bravely in a de¬ 
manding and potentially dangerous situation to ensure 
the safety of his passengers. 

This was an unusual incident and the public should 
not be concerned about travelling on public transport. 
“At the First bus depot in Bridport Mr Meyers is now 
referred to as “Rocky” or “Rambo” by his colleagues 
but he is modest about his actions. “You have to take 
every situation on its merits. It was a judgement call 
on that day” he said. 

“I feared for myself and it was either me or him. It 
is a bit embarrassing to be called a hero but like all 
these things it will blow over. I’ll just enjoy my 15 
minutes of fame.” 


JUST minutes after being 
declared full sea-going 
members, two of the 
youngest volunteers of 
Lyme Regis Lifeboat crew 
were called out on their 
first rescue. 

Grace Wadsworth, 18, 
and John Gage, 19, suc¬ 
cessfully completed their 
final section of training on 
Tuesday evening and were 
taking part in an exercise 
with helmsman Brian 
Street when they were 
asked to assist a lone sailor 
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Sunday 10.00 am to 2.00 pm 
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on a broken down cabin 
cruiser near the River Axe 
in Seaton. 

Grace will also go down 
in history as the first fe¬ 
male crew member in 
Lyme Regis to answer to a 
shout. 

John swam to shore to 
enable the lifeboat to tow 
the 24-feet cruiser, “Loy- 
boy” safely to the beach. 
They returned to the station 
at 9.15pm, almost an hour 
after they were called out. 

John said: “It was just 
amazing going out on our 
first shout just after the 
RNLI assessor had said we 
had successfully com¬ 
pleted our training. 

“I was really chuffed and 
so was Grace. In fact, I just 
couldn’t stop smiling. And 
to cap it all, the rescue was 
a total success.”

“We cannot do this without the dedicated assistance of 
local nurses who, year-in year-out turn out in force, un¬ 
paid, to cheerily run the blood pressure testing station all 
day. Special thanks to them, and to Fortnam, Smith and 
Banwell for kindly allowing us to use their Broad Street 
offices.” 


First stage approval for shelters funding 


AN application for £86,000 towards the regeneration of 
the Marine Parade shelters in Lyme Regis has success¬ 
fully passed its first stage. 

The application has been approved by the local action 
group of the “Chalk and Cheese” fund, managed by 
Dorset Squared Ltd, for west and southern Dorset. This 
fund is to “support sustainable land and marine-based en¬ 
terprises, which rely on and contribute to the quality and 
understanding of our unique and beautiful environment.” 

For the first stage process, the application was made in 
person at a meeting of the local action group, consisting 


of 35 people from across the “Chalk and Cheese” area 
with relevant interest and knowledge, and received a pos¬ 
itive vote on a range of criteria. 

The Shelters Working Group have requested for a con¬ 
tribution from the fund to go towards the costs of creating 
a market area and restoring the central pavilion at the 
shelters. 

The application will now through to the second stage, 
which involves more detailed supporting material to be 
assessed by the “Chalk and Cheese” executive for a final 
decision, hopefully by the end of may.

Losing car parking spaces 
will damage'inner Lyme' 


■ I AM writing in response to the April 14th article in 
the View from Lyme Regis about building 10 affordable 
homes on Woodmead Halls car park. 

From your report it seems that some town councillors 
think the only significance the car park has is to give the 
town council an income. I beg to differ. Three user groups 
make it a very important car park. The users are: 

♦ Residents who have no carports or unrestricted street 
parking by their homes - in Broad Street, Silver Street, 
Bridge Street, Marine Parade, Church Street, Sherborne 
Lane, Mill Lane and the Lynch, Mill Green, Coomb 
Street, George’s Square and Monmouth Street. 

♦ Leisure Centre users who often use parking to attend 
events. 

♦ Visitors to the town, making it full to capacity for 
most of the school holidays. 

I have never written a letter to your paper motivated by 
self interest, but now I am going to make an exception. 

I am one of more than 20 businesses that operate in 
Coombe Street and the Town Mill area. Most of us de¬ 
pend on visitors for sustainable trade. We are in a sec¬ 
ondary trading position and I have often noticed visitors 
look up Coombe Street from Cafe Sol and turn back to 
the main street because it looks like a residential back¬ 
water. Woodmead car park is a very important tool for 
introducing new visitors to the delights of inner Lyme. 

I don’t know how many car spaces ten homes would 
occupy. For argument sake, let’s say 30. Pressure on 
parking is already high and as Lyme grows in popularity, 
let’s say the car park is at capacity for 50 days a year (a 
portion of Easter/summer school holidays, half terms and 


weekends etc) and let’s say the turnover of spaces is two 
cars per day. Let’s average three people per car for these 
30 spaces (the first two user groups never fill the car park, 
so the last 30 spaces will be visitors who are generally 
couples and families). Parking receipts will give the 
council a much better ability to do a proper analysis. 
From my suggested figures, 30 x 50 x 2 x 3 = 9,000 peo¬ 
ple would not use that car park each year due to new 
housing. That is 9,000 potential customers lost for each 
of these businesses. I would say that is significant. 

While parking charges help the Town Council deliver 
services to our community and reduce our rates to do this, 
reduced council income is clearly not the only impact ten 
homes on the site would have. 

I am pleased that the Policy Committee recommended 
no loss of parking to build new homes. When full council 
debates this item, perhaps a more holistic approach by all 
members of the town council would be useful. Before 
spaces are sacrificed for housing, the services that the car 
park offers the town as a whole should be considered. 

I recognise the need for low cost housing. However, the 
economic viability of businesses and employment are 
crucial to the success of any reasonably sized community. 

Without a healthy economy, there is little point in a 
working population that needs low cost housing being 
there in the first place. The council should not chip away 
at 20-plus businesses economic viability in an area that 
depends upon Woodmead car park for their success.

Candidates debate human 
rights and the Three Cups!

ALL five general election 
candidates for the West 
Dorset constituency took 
part in a special meeting, 
organised by the local 
branch of human rights or¬ 
ganisation Amnesty Inter¬ 
national on Tuesday of last 
week. 

In what was quite a coup 
for the Lyme Amnesty 
group, there was standing 
room only in Lyme Regis’ 
Church Hall as the five 
candidates expressed their 
opinions - and their 
party’s - on the many is¬ 
sues discussed known. 

Local Amnesty Interna¬ 
tional secretary Chris 
Boothroyd opened the 
evening’s proceedings, 
asking that all speakers 
were listened to with re¬ 
spect and that questions 
were kept pertinent to the 
subject of human rights. 

The candidates - Oliver 
Letwin (Conservative), 
Sue Farrant (Liberal De¬ 
mocrat), Steve Bick 
(Labour), Oliver Chisholm 
(UKIP) and Sue Greene 
(Green) - made opening 
speeches in which they 
were asked to make it clear 
whether they supported the 


work of Amnesty. 

Labour’s Steve Bick de¬ 
clared he was a “strong be¬ 
liever in human rights” 
and the that the United 
Kingdom was “probably 
one of the freest countries 
in the world.” He also 
praised Amnesty for the 
international “support it 
gives to oppressed peo¬ 
ple.” 

Oliver Chisholm (UKIP) 
was more political in his 
outlook. He argued that 
the UK’s continual in¬ 
volvement with the EU 
could lead to the imple¬ 
mentation of the inquisito¬ 
rial legal system and the 
Napoleonic Code - as used 
in France - and that the 
EU’s streamlining of the 
extradition process was 
“open to abuse.” 

The Liberal Democrats’ 
Sue Farrant took an anec¬ 
dotal approach to her in¬ 
troduction. She told the 
story of how watching 
Richard Attenborough’s 
1987 film Cry Freedom, 
set in apartheid era South 
Africa, led her to join 


Amnesty. She quoted the 
group’s motto, “It is better 
to light a candle than to 
curse the darkness,” and 
maligned the fact that most 
people in this country were 
more concerned with the 
“welfare of animals than 
protecting the rights of 
human beings.” 

Sue Greene (very aptly 
of the Green Party) intro¬ 
duced herself by saying 
she’d rather talk about 
Green policies than tell 
stories. She made her feel¬ 
ings known by showing 
off her ‘t’-shirt bearing the 
words ‘Fight World 
Poverty’ and made a case 
for proportional represen¬ 
tation. 

Abused 

The Conservatives’ Oliver 
Letwin declared “we’re 
lucky that we live in a free 
society” but that it’s “not 
as an open and shut case as 
it should be.” He spoke out 
against the idea of ID 
cards and was saddened 
how laws passed in the 
name of the “war on ter¬ 


ror” have been abused. 

After the opening salvos, 
the panel took questions 
that had been submitted 
prior to the start of the 
meeting. 

This was, as secretary 
Chris Boothroyd ex¬ 
plained, so answers could 
be “considered and 
thoughtful rather than im¬ 
provised.” 

Questions included 
whether the candidates 
were prepared to stand up 
for the rights of Palestini¬ 
ans, how they would im¬ 
prove the situation asylum 
seekers face in the UK, and 
how their respective par¬ 
ties would eradicate world 
poverty. 

The opening question 
from the audience asked 
what the candidates’ re¬ 
spective parties would do 
to stop arms sales to op¬ 
pressive regimes. 

Sue Farrant (Lib Dem) 
said that rules must be 
tightened up and that this 
was one of the “key Lib¬ 
eral Democrat policies.” 
She went on to say that 
sales to Israel should be 
put on hold until the end of 
the Gaza blockade, and 


that we needed a “strong 
and robust” arms treaty. 

Sue Greene argued that 
all weapons should only be 
for defence purposes and 
that our long-term aim 
should be for the abolition 
of all offensive weapons. 

UKIP’s Oliver Chisholm 
said it was naive to think a 
total embargo of the arms 
trade was possible but that 
“proper policing” was 
needed. 

Labour’s Steve Bick was 
in favour of the barring of 
arms sales to oppressive 
regimes, but pointed out 
that the industry was “one 
of the Britain’s most im¬ 
portant ... particularly in 
the South West.” 

Amazingly, for an 
evening supposedly on the 
subject of human rights, 
the topic of the Three Cups 
hotel was raised on the 
grounds of “democracy”. 
The former hotel has laid 
empty for more than 20 
years, and the campaign 
for owners Palmers Brew¬ 
ery to do something con¬ 
structive with the building 
has been rapidly gaining 
pace over the last few 
months. 

Steve Bick said the mat¬ 
ter of what to do with the 
hotel should be “put to the 
people of Lyme,” while 
Oliver Chisholm said it 
was a “tragedy” that the 
hotel has been left to 
“decay to the extent that it 
has.” 

Sue Farrant said she 
couldn’t support West 
Dorset District Council on 
its decision not to enforce 
compulsory purchase; 
Oliver Letwin agreed, “ad¬ 
miring” the member of the 
audience on bringing up 
the subject under the ban¬ 
ner of human rights. 

All five candidates will 
be hoping their perform¬ 
ance on the night will have 
earned them votes from the 
Lyme Regis electorate in 
attendance. 

A brief talk on the regu¬ 
lar events the Lyme 
Amnesty group organises 
was given at the end of the 
question and answer ses¬ 
sion. 

Audience members were 
asked to make a donation 
to the charity on their way 
out of the meeting.

Council support for 
care home plans 

TWO care homes in Lyme Regis have taken a step 
toward extending their facilities with Lyme Regis 
Town Council finding no objections to either plan¬ 
ning application. 

Fairfield House Residential Care Home in Char- 
mouth Road and Shire House Care Home in Sid- 
mouth Road are both hoping to improve facilities. 

Plans at Fairfield House include two single storey 
extensions at the back of the building to form three 
additional bedrooms and associated facilities. 

An application for an extension at Fairfield House 
was previously submitted in 1998 but was refused 
due to ground stability issues and because it was 
considered an intrusion of privacy by nearby prop¬ 
erties. 

Councillors commented that the new plans were 
a "vast improvement"and they found no objections. 

They also found no objections to plans to demol¬ 
ish Chatterton House, situated in the grounds of 
Shire House, and to replace it with 14 retirement 
apartments, a communal lounge and kitchen, li¬ 
brary and computer area, physiotherapy and hair¬ 
dressing room and office. 

West Dorset District Council will now make the 
final decision on the plans.

Teenager on fundraising walk 
for hospital that treated her 


A CHARMOUTH teenager who under¬ 
went major spinal surgery last year 
has organised a charity walk to raise 
money for the hospital that treated her. 
Woodroffe School pupil Torie Perry, 16, was 
diagnosed with scoliosis, an abnormal curva¬ 
ture of the spine, two years ago. 

The condition affects around three to four 
children in every 1,000 but only three in 
every 1,000 affected require surgical treat¬ 
ment. 

Last May, Torie underwent a five-hour op¬ 
eration to help treat her condition, at the 
Royal National Orthopaedic Hospital, leaving 
her with two metal rods and 15 screws in her 
back. Complications after the operation 
meant Torie was kept in hospital for three 
weeks and it was even longer before she 
could walk normally again. 

Less than a year later Torie has organised a 
gruelling sponsored walk along the Jurassic 
Coast to raise money for the hospital that 
treated her. 

Torie said: “It used to affect me quite badly 
because it was so painful; I couldn’t stand up, 
sit down, or sometimes even lie down for a 
long time. I couldn’t do sport and haven’t 
done for two and a half years. 

“I used to enjoy sports like hockey and net- 
ball but then I was told I couldn’t do that any¬ 
more but hopefully I will be able to start again 
after the Easter break. 

“After the operation I couldn’t walk for five 
days and even then it was only two steps at a 
time because it was so painful. 

“I can never get cured of scoliosis, but the 
operation has really helped. Before I was tak¬ 
ing painkillers most days because it hurt so 
much but I haven’t taken painkillers since the 
operation

“I wanted to raise money for the hospital be¬ 
cause they have done so much for me. I remember 
my time in there was so boring and so I want to 
raise money so they can buy things for the chil¬ 
dren to do while they are in there.” 

Torie has set herself a fundraising total of £1,000 
and so far has encouraged 23 others to join her on 
the walk, but the courageous teenager is giving an 
open invitation to readers of the View from Lyme 
Regis. 

“Everybody that has helped me get through this 
has made my life so much better. Anyone who 
wants to sponsor me or take part can meet us 
down at the Charmouth Heritage Centre on Sat¬ 
urday, April 24th; you can help me so much by 
doing this” she said. 

“You shouldn’t be worried, just go for it, be¬ 
cause you don’t know what you can do until you 
try. You will make it to the end because everyone 
will be there supporting each other.”

Council rejects second 
kebab shop proposal 


A PLANNING application to change Cauli & Flowers 
greengrocers in Lyme Regis into a hot food takeaway has 
been recommended for refusal by the town council for a 
second time. 

Councillors considered an application for listed build¬ 
ing consent to change Lyme’s only greengrocers, situated 
in Broad Street, into a takeaway. 

The full planning application was delayed and not sub¬ 
mitted in time to be put on the council’s agenda, but is 
expected to go before the town planning committee in 
May. 

A similar application was submitted in November last 
year but was later with-

drawn after West Dorset 
District Council received 
57 letters of objections and 
being recommended for re¬ 
fusal by the town council. 

The new plans include a 
repositioned extract flue, 
which was one of the main 
causes of concern in the first application. 

At last week’s Planning Committee meeting, the owner 
of neighbouring shop, occupied by Primary Colours, Mrs 
Gillian Holdstock, objected to the plans. 

She said: “The windows of the shop are always clean, 
colourful and attractive. How will a takeaway look next- 
door? It will be an eyesore. 

“The shop stocks high quality children’s clothing just 
metres away from the extract fan. Once food smells get 
into those fabrics, they are ruined. 

“There are lots of lovely shops in Lyme Regis. We 
should be encouraging them, not making things difficult 
for them.” 

Mrs Holdstock also objected on behalf of her brother, 
Michael Case, who lives next door to the proposed take¬ 
away, at 50 Broad Street. 

She added that many houses behind Broad Street would 
be affected by the extractor fan.

“We’re not opposed to a kebab takeaway per se, but not 
in this listed area.” 

Mrs Holdstock also raised concerns about the take¬ 
away’s proposed opening hours of 1 lam to 11pm every¬ 
day, as she believed this would cause nuisance to nearby 
residents. 

“After the shops close at 5pm, Broad Street becomes a 
quiet residential area,” she said. 

The Lyme Regis Society, which aims to protect the nat¬ 
ural and architectural beauty of the town, wrote a letter 
of objection to the council. 

It read: “Our objections to this application have not 
changed, but rather have been intensified. We consider 
the changes that have been made to be worse than the 
original plans.” 

Councillor Stan Williams also pointed out the impact 
the extracort flue would have on nearby residents regard¬ 
ing insurance. 

“Where there are extractor fans, residents often find 
their insurance raises,” he said. 

The Mayor, Councillor Michaela Ellis, said: “It affects 
everybody and I don’t see how this application is any bet¬ 
ter. People have gardens that they won’t even be able to 
sit in because of the fan. Nothing has changed and I pro¬ 
pose we object on the same grounds as before.” 

The Planning Committee agreed and recommended re¬ 
fusal on the same grounds as the previous application, 
which included the detrimental effect the take away 
would have on nearby residents, the environmental im¬ 
pact as a result of noise, cooking odours, parking issues 
and anti-social behaviour.

Town councillors reject plans 
for 13 units on care home site 


LYME Regis Town Councillors have recommended re¬ 
fusal of a planning application to demolish the former 
Holmcroft Residential Care Home and replace it with 13 
new apartments. 

The building is sited in a conservation area behind 
Broad Street and has stood empty since its closure in 
2007. The plans, submitted by Mark Holmes of 
Grovewind Ltd, would see the building demolished and 
replaced with a “high quality” four-storey building for 
private sale. 

The building would comprise of 11 apartments, ranging 
from one to three bedrooms. 

The plans also include a separate two-storey annexe for 
“family orientated” units, made up of two three-bedroom 
maisonettes. 

Broad Street resident Dan Alsop objected to the devel¬ 
opment at last week’s Planning Committee meeting. He 
reported his main problems with the annexe to be the loss 
of an “attractive orchard and felling of trees”, as well as 
the height of the roof, which would stand 10 feet above 
the ground level of his property, therefore blocking views

and sunlight. Mr Alsop’s problems with the main building 
of apartments included the roof, which he said would be 
“double the height of the existing roof and three times the 
volume”. 

He also feared this would block sunlight and views of 
the Jurassic Coast from his own proposed extensions, 
which already has planning permission but has no yet 
been built. 

Councillors recommended refusal of the plans due to 
the height of the roof, which is a storey higher than the 
existing building and would be highly visible from Broad 
Street. They also believed plans to be out of keeping with 
the conservation area and an overdevelopment of the site. 

A final decision will now be made by West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council.

There was some scep¬ 
ticism when Palmers 
originally rejected the 
hotel option after com¬ 
missioning a report 
from a firm of experts 


which came to the con¬ 
clusion that it would 
cost too much to con¬ 
vert the decaying build¬ 
ing back into an hotel. 

It was estimated that 
it could be as much as 
£3 to £4 million and it 
did not make business 
sense to spend that 
amount of money. 

Many thought the fig¬ 
ures quoted were 
grossly inflated and, I 
understand, there were 
at least two serious ap¬ 
proaches from those 
who were prepared to 
buy the building and 
return it to its former 
glory, one from an es¬ 
tablished hotel group. 

But Palmers say they 
will not sell the Three 
Cups “under any cir¬ 
cumstances” and we 
are told they have “no 
appetite” for the hotel 
option. 

It is unlikely they will 
change their minds. 

I remember the Three 
Cups in its heyday, par¬ 
ticularly when it was 
run by the late Albert 
Raffo, a Mancunian

You can always rely 


on the people of Lyme 
to rally to a good cause 
but the Three Cups 
protests were among 
the most vociferous in 
recent years, causing a 
few spats among our 
town councillors and 
the electorate. 

However, had John 
Grantham not started 
the ball rolling, and 
John Dover adopted a 
more conciliatory ap¬ 


proach, the Three Cups 
could have continued 
its decay for many 
years to come. 

We should never just 
sit back and accept 
“that’s the way it is”. 

Hopefully, it will not 
be long before the 
Three Cups stands 
proud again - even if 
it’s not an hotel. 

A victory for the peo¬ 
ple.

N ow the sun is 
shining, it will 
be great to get 
out in the garden once 
the weather lets us. A 
stroll around your plot 
will soon reveal some 
of the tasks that need 
to be tackled over the 
coming months. The 
clocks going forward 
an hour has allowed for 
a little to be done in the 
evenings and the time 
should be spent giving 
the lawn a cut and 
removing some of the 
weeds which seemed 
to have popped up 
almost over night. But 
with all that needs to 
be done, do take some 
time out to enjoy some 
of this months garden 
treasures like camellias, 
magnolias, pieris and 
forsythia along with 
early pansies, prim¬ 
roses and polyanthus, 
tulips and fritillaries are 
looking good too. So 
read on and have a 
good month in the 
garden and we'll talk 
again next month. 
Sowing & Hoeing, 
Feeding^ Weeding 
BEDS & BORDERS 
In the shurb border, 
prune spiraea hard to 
encourage new 

growth. Its the new 
growth that will carry 
flowers. When you have 
pruned it, it should re¬ 
semble a hedgehog. 
Heathers that have fin¬ 
ished flowering 

should be cut back. 
Roses 
should be 
given a 
feed using 
'Toprose', 
this can 
also be 
used to 
feed many other 
flowering trees and 
shrubs. Hardierannuals 
such asclarkia, cal¬ 
endula, ageratum,

Topical Tip

RSPB Birdwatch 

Small garden birds 
have been seriously hit 
by last winters cold 
weather - that's the 
findings of the RSPB 
Big Garden Bird- 
watch. More than half a 
million people took 
part in spotting and 
recording more than 
8.5 million garden 
birds over the last 
weekend in January. 
The Long-tailed tit 
would seem to have 
suffered the most, with 
numbers declining 
27% year on year. The 


house sparrow, whilst 
still the most spotted 
bird in the garden is 
also on the decline 
with numbers down 
17% over the last 5 
years and 66% down 
on the last 30 years. 
Please keep feeding 
wild birds as their nat¬ 
ural food supply is 
dwindling and they are 
increasingly relying on 
us for their survival. 

Not Brassed Off! 

Cold weather during 
this winter will have 
damaged a lot of 
plastic watering 
fittings. Water sitting 
inside them will have 
frozen, expanded and 
cracked the fittings 
and guns. Replace 
them with nice shiny 
brass fittings, they're 
weatherproof and on 
the whole, now 
cheaper than plastic. 

Topical Tip 

After sowing or prick¬ 
ing out seedlings, the 
compost in pots and 
seed trays should be

S uspended at the 

top of the curtain at 
Bridport’s Palace 
Theatre in a dress and 
heavy make up Dave 
Swaffield found himself 
in a familiar role as the 
pantomime dame. 

A quick slip of the rope 
and Dave had fallen 20 
feet to the stage, met with 
rapturous applause and 
laughter from the audi¬ 
ence. 

A little bruised Dave 
jumped to his feet, dusted 
himself down and com¬ 
pleted the performance. 

“Normally you’d think 
about it but as the old 
saying goes ‘the show 
must go on’,” he recalled. 

“I had a few bruises and 
I was a bit sore but I 
didn’t break anything, 
people probably thought 
it was part of the act but I 
certainly knew it wasn’t.” 

Inspired by a perform¬ 
ance at Weymouth’s Ritz 
Theatre, aged nine, Dave 
began to learn his craft 
and at 12-years-old he 
performed his first tap 
solo to the tune of “Tip¬ 
toe Through the Tulips”. 

Dave is the first to 
admit that his singing

voice and physical 
stature held him back 
when it came to landing 
a lead role, but he was 
happy to entertain the au¬ 
diences with the well 
crafted cameo role. 

What Dave lacked in 
his singing voice he more 
than made up for with his 
comedic talent and de¬ 
spite not having the 
stature of a leading man, 
he had no worries about 
commanding the stage. 

Dave found his calling 
in pantomime and for 
many he will be remem¬ 
bered as the perfect 
dame.

when to go in and when 
to pull back a bit.” 

Despite wanting to 
tread the boards from a 
young age Dave never 
dreamt of fame and was 
more than happy to just 
be on the stage where he 
got the thrill he needed as 
an exhibitionist. 

“At school I was al¬ 
ways the comedian and I 
remember my headmas¬ 
ter saying when I left 
school, ‘Swaffield you’re 
going to get nowhere’ 
and maybe he was right, 
I don’t know,” he joked. 

“I never took the step 
to try and make it profes¬ 
sionally, I was quite 
happy to do it at the level 
I was at. I think it was the 
adrenalin rush. There is 
not much in the world 
today to give you an 
adrenalin rush but the¬ 
atre, especially if you are 
playing a main part, defi¬ 
nitely does and I can’t 
compare it to anything.” 

Looking back at his 
youth Dave wonders 
whether he did have what 
it took to make the move 
professionally but it is 
never with regret. 

“I didn’t ever want to 
become famous. My 
dream was to do what I 
have done basically and 
end up directing, al¬ 
though I haven’t given up 
entirely thinking about 
taking roles. 

“I’m enjoying directing 
and that was one of my 
aims. I have directed, al¬ 
though I say it myself, 
two very successful 
shows with the help of a 
very talented team and 
I’m doing what I dreamt 
of really.” 

After attending a sum¬ 
mer school on directing 
musicals at Loughbor¬ 
ough University Dave 
went on to produce his 
first show in 2008. 

“The Boyfriend” was a 
sell-out production, 
which received rave re¬ 
views from both the local 
media and the National 
Operatic and Dramatic 
Association. A feat he re¬ 
peated with “Anything 
Goes” in 2009. 

Although relatively 
new to the world of di¬ 
recting Dave thinks he 
has identified some keys 
to his success. 

“I think a director has to 
be a director and not a 


like a dame 


dictator,” he explained. 

“I feel that he has got 
to let the actors and ac¬ 
tresses he is working 
with see how they inter¬ 
pret the part and then 
suggest, and I emphasise 
suggest, putting little 
things in to shape them 
round to how you see it. 

“I think you can go in 
heavy but many times 
you find that actors have 
seen it differently to you 
so you have always got 
to be on the same wave¬ 
length as your actors 
and not above them as a 
dictator. 

“I enjoy working with 
young people and I 
think they bring a big 
energy to a show and it’s 
something you can’t ex¬ 
plain because that en¬ 
ergy gets across to the 
audience. In our last 
show “Anything Goes” 
we got a standing ova¬ 
tion on the final night 
and that is quite some¬ 
thing in Bridport.” 

As a debut director 
with a reputation as a 
performer Dave had 
concerns when taking 
on the challenge of di¬ 
recting but he was con¬ 
fident in the people 


around him. 

He said: “I knew there 
was something there 
that was special because 
I had an excellent team 
around me with Becky 
Mather as the choreog¬ 
rapher, Murray Davis as 
the musical director, 
Brenda and Mel on the 
costumes. I knew the 
team was good and the 
cast was excellent so 
there were was good in¬ 
gredients for a success¬ 
ful show.” 

Dave had complete 
confidence in his pro¬ 
duction team and cast, 
and being out of the 
stage spotlight at least 
should mean little 
nerves for such a sea¬ 
soned stage performer, 
but Dave insists that 
wasn’t the case. 

“I get double, treble, 
quadruple nervous be¬ 
fore a show as a director 
because I’m nervous for 
all of them, not just my¬ 
self,” he said. 

“It is a big responsibil¬ 
ity because you are put¬ 
ting all these people up 
on stage and if you 
haven’t got it right then 
you are not being fair to 
the performers so you 


have got to give it your 
best. 

“It was so nice to see 
them being applauded 
like they were because 
they were great, they 
were all great. 

“I’m quite an emo¬ 
tional person really and 
I shed a tear when I saw 
them get that standing 
ovation.” 

With two successful 
shows under his belt and 
a third in the pipeline 
Dave’s directing career 
is going strong. Couple 
that with the fact that he 
has not been on stage 
himself for five years 
and you have to wonder 
if Dave’s days as a per¬ 
former are over. 

He insists they aren’t 
and is quite clear that 
there is one part that he 
will not be watching 
from the director’s chair. 

“There is one role that 
I desire and I am a great 
fan of his and that is Joel 
Grey and I would dearly 
love to play MC in 
cabaret” he revealed. 

“I wouldn’t be able to 
direct it of course but 
that is an ambition I’ve 
got left.”

Fabulous food in historic Dorchester 


D orchester is not only a beautiful county town and a great 
town for shopping destination, but also has an amazing and 
historical past. Napper's Mite is a significant piece of Dorch¬ 
ester history and is now a cafe and restaurant. It is set in an original 
almshouses built in 1616 during the reign of James I. It is located at 
19 South Street, the lower south end of the main pedestrian shop¬ 
ping street in the county market town. This little gem is the oldest 
building in South Street and one of the oldest still in use in the town. 
It has links with the novelist Thomas Hardy and with William Barnes, 
the famous Dorset dialect poet. 

At the rear of the Napper's Mite building there is a small garden 
and steps, which backs on to Charles Street. Although the front of 
the building was rebuilt in 1842, the Jacobean style can still be 
recognised in the back elevations with its tall brick chimneys.There 
is a small courtyard in the centre allowing you to pass through from 
South Street to Charles Street. 

The History Of Napper's Mite 

The Napper, or Napier Mite Alms Houses in Dorchester's South 
Street was established by Sir Robert Napier of Middlemarsh in 1615. 
Built to house "ten aged men" after a town fire in which 300 houses 
were destroyed, it was one of many charitable foundations estab¬ 
lished soon after the great fire of Dorchester in 1613. The fire was 
said to have been seen as a scourge sent from God to chastise the 
uncharitable population. His grandson, Gerard Napier, completed 
the building. Sir Robert Napier was a member of a Scottish family 
who became the Barons of Murchison which is now a suburb of Ed¬ 
inburgh. Crichel in North Dorset remains the home of the descen¬ 
dants of the Napiers. Napper's Mite passed through the Napier family 
to Napier George Sturt who would become the Third Baron Aling- 
ton. 

What's On The Menu At Napper's Mite 

There are four areas where you can eat with old world charm, two 
inside, a central section in a covered courtyard and a very pleasant 
garden out back. The small restaurant/wine bar is excellent for

morning coffees right through to a full varied lunch menu. Ideal for 
families, you can choose from a range of light lunchtime snacks such 
as baguettes, sandwiches and jacket potatoes. Their hot chocolate 
with whippy cream and a flake is highly recommended.

Tea and history anyone? 


T he Duke of Monmouth landed at Lyme Regis on the 
11th June 1685 to challenge King James'claim to the 
throne, following the death of Charles II. He assem¬ 
bled an army in excess of 3000 men and marched to 
Sedgemoor in Somerset. 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than a month. 
Around 1300 were taken prisoner. Five Judges came to 
Dorchester with the infamous Judge Jeffreys, whose repu¬ 
tation was that of the'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685,312 cases were heard in the *j» 
Oakroom at the rear of the Antelope Hotel; of * * 
these 292 were sentenced to death. Only 74 were » 
executed, with 175 transported, 9 were fined or ] 
whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion - \ 
was later made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange 
landed in Torbay, Jeffreys was captures and im¬ 
prisoned in the Tower of London. He died in 
1689 while awaiting trial, probably of natural 
causes. Rumours at the time said he has been poi¬ 
soned while in the Tower and that his body had 
been returned to Dorchester and walled up in the 
Courtroom - now the Oakroom. 

This 17th Century Oak panelled room has been - 
carefully restored to maintain its character and 



original features. 

Today it is called The Oakroom and is a delightful tea¬ 
room, with a peaceful, tranquil atmosphere, replicating the 
style and service of a Lyons Corner House. 

The Oakroom of today serves a variety of light meals 
throughout the day and service is a high priority. The staff 
at the Oakroom pride themselves on their high levels of 
customer service, creating a warm, homely atmosphere 
where you can enjoy lovely lunches and of course, Dorset 
clotted cream teas.

THIS is the third and final week of our preview of this summer's big music 
festivals. Regular readers be assured - next time, normal service will be re¬ 
sumed! 

One of the more local highlights of the August festival calendar is the 
Glastonbury Extravaganza. Not to be confused with the Glastonbury 
Festival, this event offers two nights of great music in the ruins of the 
town's abbey. 

Madness play on Saturday, August 7th with support from Steve Harley 
and Cockney Rebel, whilst a classical night on Sunday, August 8th is head¬ 
lined by the Royal Philharmonic Orchestra. Tickets are £30 in advance 
(£35 on the gate) for each night. More information is available at 
www.glastonburyextravaganza.com. And don't even think about pitching 
a tent in the grounds of the abbey! 

But if you do want a festival you can camp at that weekend, the Big Chill 
Festival (August 5th-8th) takes place at Eastnor Castle Deer Park in Here¬ 
fordshire and includes the likes of Massive Attack, Zero 7 and Kelis on the 
bill. Tickets are £155 and you can find out more at www.bigchill.net 

The following weekend (August 13th-15th) sees the Summer Sundae 
Weekender takes place at De Montfort Hall in Leicester. This is the tenth 
year for the festival and acts for 2010 include The Futureheads, Tinchy 
Stryder and Mumford & Sons. Tickets are £105 and can be booked at 
www.summersundae.com 

The Beautiful Days festival at Escot Park, near Ottery St Mary, is on the 
next weekend (August 20th-22nd). James, The Waiters, Newton Faulkner 
and regulars The Levellers are all confirmed. Weekend tickets are £100 
(with camping) and concessions are available. More information can be 
had at www.beautifuldays.org 

The Green Man Festival in the Brecon Beacons takes place at the same 
time. Headliners include Doves, The Flaming Lips and Joanna Newsom 
and tickets are £120 (again, there are discounts for students and 
teenagers). Find out more at: www.greenman.net 

The two-day V Festival is on August 21 st and 22nd. Taking place on two 
sites - in Chelmsford and Staffordshire respectively - the acts swap round 
after the first day. Kings Of Leon, Kasabian, David Guetta, The Prodigy, 
Cheryl Cole and the Pet Shop Boys are amongst the headliners of the fes¬ 
tival's four stages. Tickets have sold out but you can still visit www.vfesti- 
val.com to find out more, and go to eBay if you just can't miss out! 

Another twin site event is the Reading / Leeds Festival (August 27th- 
29th). Again, tickets sold out very quickly... eBay is your only option for 
this one. Headliners include Guns 'n' Roses, Arcade Fire and Blink 182. 
There's also a very special reunion performance from the The Libertines.

The same weekend you also have a choice of two dance festivals; one 
an old favourite, the other brand spanking new.

Making it's debut is the London Electronic Dance Festival (or L.E.D. for 
short) in Victoria Park.

Finallly, if you fancy braving the near autumnal weather, the Isle of 
Wight's second big festival of the year, Bestival, takes place from Septem¬ 
ber 9th-12th. The popular four-day event this year boasts the likes of Roxy 
Music, The Prodigy, Dizzee Rascal, Hot Chip and The Flaming Lips. Tick¬ 
ets are £150 each (concessions available) but don't forget you'll also need 
to book your ferry crosssing too!

Music takes centre stage now for Ade 


ADRIAN Edmondson is best known as a comedian for his work in The 
Young Ones, Bottom, and The Comic Strip Presents. Despite this he is 
no stranger to the music world having played the Monsters of Rock 
and Reading Festivals with Bad News, the Hootenanny with Jools Hol¬ 
land, Hyde Park with The Who, and he's toured with The Bonzo Dog 
Doo-dah Band. He's also had a No 1 single with Cliff Richard and as a 
director he made lots of music videos in the 80's for the likes of The 
Pogues, Squeeze, Elvis Costello and 10,000 Maniacs. 

Next month Adrian Edmonson will play at Bridport's Electric Palace 
with his band the Bad shepherds.The Bad Shepherds play punksongs 
on folk instruments covering The Sex Pistols,The Clash,The Stranglers, 
The Jam, Sham 69, The Undertones,The Buzzcocks,The Ramones,The 
Specials,Talking Heads, Squeeze and many more. 

Adrian spoke to View from reporter TOM GLOVER this week about 
how the band came about, what his punk hero would think of his new 
sound and what this all means for his comedy career. 

Adrian Edmondson and the Bad Shepherd will be playing at the Elec¬ 
tric Palace on Saturday, May 8th. 

How did the band come about? 

It was a bit of an accident, I acquired a Mandolin and got one of those 
dreadful tutors 'How to play the Mandolin' and it was so boring and 
so I just worked out a few chords and started playing songs I really 
liked on it and it sounded very interesting to me. I was working with 
Neil Innes at the time from the Bonzos and he said what you need is 
s*** h ot w |-,jt e folk musicians so I went and found some and it kind of 
worked. 

I spoke toTroy (Donockley) who plays our pipes, I didn't really know 
him I just sort of rang him up out of the blue and said hello this is 
Adrian Edmondson that t*** off the telly and I've got this idea for play¬ 
ing punk songs on folk instruments. The phone went dead for about 
five seconds and then he said that's f***** genius. 

What can people expect to see? 

Exactly what it says on the tin, punk songs on folk instruments. I like 
the noise of folk instruments. It's just a kind of ancient noise that hits 
you deep in your spirit but I don't really like folk songs, I find them all 
a bit boring.They are all about blacksmiths and jolly jack tar. The punk 
songs I find a lot more relevant.They're really like folksongs they are 
just kind of modern.They are still protest songs, they're still social com¬ 
mentary, they're still ballads, some of them. 

Does your stage persona take much from your punk days as 
Vyvyan in The Young Ones? 

Not really. Vyvyan is based on me when I'm drunk and sometimes I 
get a bit drunk but I don't go around smashing my head into things 
because that hurts. 

You're a big Johnny Rotten fan, would he approve of what you are 
doing with the music? 

I think he would actually yeah. I know he is a closet folk fan. Troy used 
to be in a band with Maddy Prior of Steeleye Span, and they were in 
the same airport once and he ran across an airport lounge to kneel at 
her feet and pay tribute. He's got a lot of Irish in him old Johnny Rotten. 
We do a song by Public Image Limited called Rise, which is full of old 
Irish sayings, he's a folk songwriter really. 

Was becoming a rock star an unfulfilled ambition for you? 

It's been an unfulfilled ambition since I was 13.1 don't know anyone 
who doesn't want to get up on stage and play music. Even the most 
boring kind of bank accountant type person is secretly harbouring de¬ 
sires. 

Would you have traded in your comedy success for musical fame? 

Oh yeah, well I have. I've done a lot of strange musical things in the 


past, It was all a kind of hankering to get into music and this idea ac¬ 
tually works and doesn't seem stupid and contrived. 

It doesn't really have any kind of comedy at all. We are not poe-faced, 
we're kind of witty and humorous but it's not a comedy show. We are 
not taking the piss out of punk or the piss out of folk, we just like the 
noise that the two of them make together. 

How does performing music compare to comedy? 

Its much more fun.The biggest difference is that I appear as myself. 
I've always performed as a character before. I found that difficult to 
begin with and I filled in with a little bit of material but it just didn't fit 
in properly, I was just a kind of safety thing and I didn't really need it. 

So does this mark the end of your comedy career? 

I think that ended sometime ago. I think I hung my boots up about 
10 years ago really. Certain things have gone on since then but my 
hearts not really been in it. 

So there won't be a reunion with Rik Mayall then? 

We keep talking about doing something in about 15 years but I don't 
think it will ever happen. I enjoyed my time doing comedy but I just 
had enough. 

What are you most proud of in life? 

Probably my daughters, my daughters are the things that fill me with 
joy. In my career I would say the best thing I ever did was Bottom, 
much better than The Young Ones I thought. 

Growing up in the modern day do you think you would have taken 
the same career route? 

No because there is a dossers course in music now, when I was 18 I 
took the only dossers course available, which was drama. There are 
loads of dosser's courses in pop music these days and I would have 
been straight in there. My whole careers an accident and I don't think 
there is anyone who really plans anything.

At Broadcasting House the word is taboo 
In Brussels it's scrapped, in Parliament too 
Even schools are affected; staff do as they're told 
They must not teach children about England of 
old.

How about Agincourt, Hastings, Arnhem or Mons 
When England lost hosts of her very brave sons.

Creative Cow has vis¬ 
ited the Marine Theatre 
on several occasions over 
the last few years, with 
The Lovers, The Anniver¬ 
sary and Travels with my 
Aunt being recent suc¬ 


cesses. This production of 
Dumb Show looks at is¬ 
sues of celebrity and pri¬ 
vacy in today’s world. 
Barry, a hapless TV 
comic, is a sucker for 
celebrity status. He’s an 
easy target for “financial 
executives” John and 
Jane, with their promise of 
fat fees and the five-star 
treatment he deserves. 
Joe Penhall’s explosive 
play, dealing with the ex¬ 
cesses of tabloid journal¬ 
ism, and its manipulation 
of those hungry for fame, 


was first performed at 
London’s Royal Court 
Theatre in 2004. 

Playwright and screen¬ 
writer Penhall, who won

Derek Martin, who has played Charlie Slater for a decade, will bow out 
later this year alongside Cliff Parisi's character, mechanic Minty Peterson. 

Relative newcomer Liam Bergin will also depart the soap as his alter ego 
Danny Mitchell's machinations come to a climax in the coming months. 

Speaking of his departure, Bergin said: "I've had a great six months work¬ 
ing on EastEnders playing Danny. He has been a great character to play 
and without giving too much away, he's sure to ruffle a few feathers before 
he leaves Walford." 

He continued: "Working alongside Barbara [Windsor], Sam [Womack], 
Rita [Simons] and Steve [McFadden] has been a real pleasure and I will 
enjoy watching what the Mitchells get up to as a viewer." 

Kate Williams, who plays Owen Turner's mother Liz, will also film her final 
scenes later this year and is expected to exit in a storyline connected to 
Walford murderer Lucas.

"A true proper drama series that has this much 
longevity is something to celebrate. [Bones has] stayed true to itself. The 
one thing Americans are so good at doing is not overdoing it!"

SATURDAY night (April 17th) saw The Beat play a fun, energetic set to a sell-out crowd 
at Bridport's fantastic Electric Palace. 

The band, fronted by original vocalist Ranking Roger, alongside his son, the aptly 
named Ranking Junior (famed for his toasting on Ordinary Boys hit 'Boys will be boys') 
also featured funky original drummer Everett Morton, and former Dexys Midnight 
Runner and General Public keyboardist Mickey Billingham. 

The band finally took to the stage at around 9.45pm, and were met with loud 
cheers, and 'Rude Boy' chants. 

Kicking off the set with a risky choice of new groove 'Dangerous', the band had the 
Palace rocking from the off. Playing through hits including the outstanding Too nice 
to talktoo', 'Hands off, she's mine', 'Best Friend', and a meddly of'Get a job/Whine and 
Grind/Stand down Margaret' dedicated topically to Gordon Brown. The set also saw 
the band play their first hit, the Smokey Robinson cover Tears of a clown', the Neville 
Staples/Ranking Roger written 'Muscle Ska' - a dirty reggae groove written by two of 
the figureheads of the two-tone movement, and another meddly of favourites 
'Rankin full stop/Mirror in the Bathroom', as well as a funky reworking of The Clash's 
'Rock the Casbah', dedicated to the late Clash frontman Joe Strummer. 

After a couple of minutes offstage, the band returned for a well received encore, 
playing 'Save it for later', and 'Jackpot', as well as an incredibly rap from Ranking Junior, 
which also saw Ranking Roger take to the drums. 

The Beat are often overlooked when discussing the new wave/ska scene of the late 
70s/early 80s, but on this showing these guys have a repertoire to rival any band of 
that period, and still have an impressive freshness to their live performance.

Pirate Gold found in Lyme 


CAPTAIN Richard Bedford of "The Revenge" is re¬ 
puted to have pirate gold "in coins, in ingots and 
bars" in the hold of his ship - according to one song 
being rehearsed by Lyme Regis Operatic Society for 
their forthcoming production of "Golden Revenge". 
Roger Lane, an Excise Commissioner, calls at the port 
to stamp down on smuggling. He also demands 
that all should pay their dues and his men recite the 
tariffs for each imported item - just like the Notice 
on the Cobb. Lane inspects "The Saucy Sue" and "The 
Kestrel" but finds nothing incriminating, so the 
townsfolk taunt him before throwing him off the 
Cobb into the sea. 

The plot of "Golden Revenge" develops with some 
factual anecdotes mixed with a little poetic licence 
to create a stirring local story written by the late Roy 
Deasy.

Earlier in the day Ballygulleen suffered a 
strain of the suspensory ligament which 
runs between the knee and the fetlock, and 
was pulled up by Nathan Sweeney, whilst 
Howlin At The Moon was also pulled up 
after jarring his feet on the ground when 
reasonably placed four from home. 

The third casualty was Cullahill who 
started well enough at Exeter last Tuesday 
but then lost a shoe and was eventually 
pulled. 

On the same card Double or Quitz 
showed promise by leading the field with 
a mile to go in the bumper race but weak¬ 
ened to finish at the back of the field. 

"He ran quite well, but needs to get 
stronger,"said Buckler."He's immature and 
needs to grow up, but hopefully a summer 
with the sun on his back will help." 

In the case of River Indus it was jockey 
error that caused the normally very reliable 


10-year-old to finish well down the pack. 

Stable jockey Sweeney who has won a lot 
of plaudits for his riding this year from both 
Buckler and the press, this time had to ac¬ 
cept criticism from his boss. 

"Indus needs to be up the front and kept 
interested.

Dorchester warm-up for semi-final with fine win 


THE final day of the 2009/2010 league 
season was bright and sunny, with very 
little wind. In fact it was ideal for rugby 
football. It was a shame therefore that far 
too many of the local sides were without 
fixtures for one reason or another. 

I started my day at HONITON as a guest 
of the club on the occasion of their vice 
presidents' luncheon, always a convivial 
and much looked forward to occasion, 
certainly on my part. On my arrival I 
found that their opposition, DHSOB had 
declined to travel. 

Needing a game to cover, I eschewed 
the provender, took my leave and made 
my way to BRIDPORT to cover their final 
game and to take in the presentation of 
the Dorset & Wilts League Division One 
(South) winners trophy. I was intercepted 
en route and advised that their game too 
had been conceded by opposition, OAK- 
MEDIANS seconds. 

Feeling that the fates were conspiring 
against me, I kept travelling east and 
thankfully was able to watch the DORCH- 
ESTER/CORSHAM encounter. 

DORCHESTER 41 pts, CORSHAM 18pts 

ALTHOUGH both sides are locked to¬ 
gether in the division's mid table, this en¬ 
counter certainly had some meaning, 
being a dress rehearsal for a cup semi 
final due to take place on Thursday, April 
22nd at North Dorset. 

In fast, firm, conditions the home side 
did not get off to the best of starts, with 
their opening drop out not travelling the 
required ten yards. 

In fact it was Corsham who looked the 
likelier outfit early on, winning the bulk 
of possession and playing much of the 
rugby in home territory. 

The first score came before the game 
was ten minutes old. The visitors took li- 
neout ball on the Dorchester twenty two 
and mauled their way to within five yards 
of the home line. They then released, 
only for the Dorchester midfield to be pe¬ 
nalised and the successful penalty kick 
gave Corsham a 3-0 lead. 

The next Corsham score came some 
five minutes later and had a shade of 
good fortune about it. The visitors' eight 


won lineout ball on halfway and one of 
their midfield assayed a grubber kick.The 
ball bounced back to him off a Dorch¬ 
ester body and, on gathering, he found 
himself in the clear. 

He made the most of his good fortune, 
feeding his right winger some twenty 
five yards out, and he scuttled over and 
touched down halfway out. The try re¬ 
mained unconverted but gave Corsham 
an 8-0 lead with less than fifteen minutes 
played. 

At this stage the home side were not 
winning useable ball and were also con¬ 
ceding the odd penalty from which their 
opponents prospered. They did manage, 
just, to secure possession a few minutes 
later however and, moreover made it 
count for, after a break in the centre, full¬ 
back Read came into the line, showed his 
number to the cover and touched down 
between the posts. Jones kicked the con¬ 
version from in front, and Dorchester 
were back to within a point at 7-8, very 
much against the run of play. 

One had the feeling that Dorchester 
had flattered to deceive with this score, 
for the game then reverted to its original 
pattern, with Corsham continuing to be 
by far the busier of the sides. 

A few minutes later they mounted a 
good attack. One of their midfielders 
threw a good cut out pass, putting his 
colleague into a wide gap and the result 
was a try, scored halfway out and also un¬ 
converted. 

The home side was not playing at all 
well at this stage. They were falling off 
tackles, leaving gaps, and their oppo¬ 
nents were running through them. 

Then, five minutes before the break, the 
visitors kicked a penalty award to the cor¬ 
ner and mauled the ensuing lineout over 
the line to claim a third unconverted try 
of the half and to lead 18-7. 

Although Dorchester were still in touch 
at this stage, one felt that it was owing to 
the fact that the Corsham place kicker 
was struggling with his method, rather 
than to the quality of their play, as he had 
missed three kickable conversions and a 
couple of penalty goals in the half. 

It was the home side however who had 


the final say of the half. They attacked, 
again through Read who made a good 
diagonal run and, when checked inside 
the Corsham twenty two, put his centre 
Jones over out wide. 

The conversion kick was a good one, 
agonisingly rebounding from the cross¬ 
bar, but nevertheless the unconverted 
try took the home side to within a score 
at 12-18, although they had certainly 
been second best for most of the half. 

I remain unsure as to just what Dorch¬ 
ester imbibe with their halftime oranges, 
but I could do with a supply of it. They 
looked businesslike from minute one of 
the second period and had taken the 
lead before the half was ten minutes old 
from a move, initiated by Jones and com¬ 
pleted by Read, who came into the line 
to take the inside pass and to score near 
touch. 

Jones added the extras with an excel¬ 
lent kick from out wide and from his 
wrong side, to give his side the lead at 
19-18. 

Seemingly now having found the se¬ 
cret, Dorchester scored again, more or 
less directly from the restart, breaking 
down the lead, and again it was Read 
who was well up to take the scoring pass. 

The try remained unconverted but it 
was all Dorchester now. They were win¬ 
ning useable ball and, moreover, using it. 
Jones scored the next, breaking the visi¬ 
tors' line from set piece possession on 
halfway and taking an inside line to score 
in the corner. This latest unconverted ef¬ 
fort really put the home side in the driv¬ 
ing seat at 29-18 ahead. 

Home dominance continued and, with 
fifteen minutes left another break in the 
centre by Jones saw him gallop to the 
corner to touch down his hat trick try. 

The visitors were a pretty tired unit now 
and, with ten minutes left, Read came 
into the line on the narrow side, just in¬ 
side his own half, broke clear and was 
guilty of belated and shameful "Jug Eva¬ 
sion" to my mind, running to the line be¬ 
fore passing to Bament, who was making 
a welcome return from injury. He 
touched down some five yards in from 
touch. 


Jones kicked the conversion for good 
measure to complete the scoring and to 
take his side to a resounding win that 
had looked unlikely, to say the least, less 
than an hour previously. 

I hate the phrase, "a game of two 
halves" but really cannot avoid using it to 
describe this one. Dorchester, having 
been lacklustre in the extreme before the 
break, transformed themselves in the 
second period to romp away to a de¬ 
served win. 

They should have learnt how to beat 
this opposition in the cup game on 
Thursday, for the Corsham back three did 
not prove effective and their backs had 
no answer to the running of Jones and 
Read. 

The Dorchester second side conceded 
their final league encounter at 
Bournemouth thirds. 

WEYMOUTH 15 pts, 

SWANAGE & WAREHAM 2nd lOpts 

THIS was a game that the home side had 
to win if they were not to be overtaken 
by their opponents and so lose the run¬ 
ners up position in the Dorset & Wilts 
League Division One (South). 

Although conditions were ideal for 
open running rugby, the handling of 
both sides was not quite as it should 
have been and the game was laced with 
knock ons and spilt passes. 

In fact Weymouth did deserve to win, 
scoring three unconverted tries, through 
Dave Allen, Roger Lewendon and Joe 
Gibson, against two by their opponents. 

They had to withstand very consider¬ 
able pressure imposed by the visitors late 
on however. They did so successfully but 
the issue was in doubt until the whistle 
for no side sounded.

Nick's knock earns narrow win 

A DETERMINED knock of 79 from 
opener Nick Park and a quickfire half 
century from Darren Cowley were the 
backbone of Dorset County's slim 
eight run win over a Dorset League XI 
at Dean Park on Sunday. 

Team manager Sean Walbridge de¬ 
sire for one of the opening pair to pro¬ 
vide a base for the rest of the team 
was met by Park who batted for al¬ 
most the entire innings, occupying 
the crease for 44.4 overs and facing 
121 balls in Dorset's total of 272-6 off 
50 overs. 

After losing Glyn Tregus (8), Josh 
Lawrence (4) and David Taylor (11) 
with 58 on the board, Park and Chris 
Morgan (42) shared a stand of 99 to 
lift the county side, before Cowley hit 
57 off just 29 balls in a partnership 
worth 67. Captain Chris Park then 
weighed in with an unbeaten 30 off 
29 balls. 

Mike Ford was the most successful 
League bowler having taken the first 
three wickets at a cost of 28 ably 
backed up by Roger Stammas who 
only conceded 21 in his ten overs. 

In reply Dorset Under-21s Leigh 
Duham showed he is capable of step¬ 
ping up to the senior side with a con¬ 
fident 74 and he and Raj Naik (Parley) 
looked like embarrassing the county 
side as they added 103 in 15 overs be¬ 
fore Naik was bowled by Simon 


Watkins for 68. 

John Powell from Broadstone then 
hit 45 at almost a run a ball before 
Glyn Tregus (4-31) had him caught by 
Ed Denham. Tregus then removed 
Miller and the dangerous Dan Belt 
(26) to set up the victory. 

Walbridge said: "This was an excel¬ 
lent work out ahead of our first com¬ 
petitive game against Hertfordshire 
this weekend. 

Nick Park did exactly what we asked 
which allowed us to build on. It was 
Darren Cowley's quickfire innings that 
probably took the game away from 
the League side, but good innings 
from Chris Morgan and Chris Park 
shows we have depth in our batting 
and runs in the lower order. 

"It was also good to see Leigh Dun¬ 
ham in such good form. As an under- 
21 player he has showed that he is 
quite capable of stepping up. 

"I was extremely pleased with David 
Taylor's bowling; a good economical 
spell and we once again have 
strength in depth with our bowling 
with Glyn Tregus coming on and pick¬ 
ing up four wickets. The League side 
were pushing on and he came on and 
slowed them down as well as took 
wickets." 

Walbridhe thought the Dorset 
League side proved an excellent 
workout for them. 

"It was a worthwhile exercise and 
has given me a few selection 


headaches ahead of the weekend."
